- Theſe Land-tables you may pleaſe to know, are the 
publike:and moſt authenricall Regifters of the whole 
Land : fo called, as the Lawes of the Romanes were cal-

prinyenges, Bur the drift being diſcoueredby the Arch- 
ifſhop Eleor of cMertz (he who now lines, and is at 
this preſent at By»ſſels, who is holden amongſt the wi- 
{eſt of Germany) the plot was diſcovered to the Empe- 
rours brother the Archduke Ferdinand (brother to the 
then Emperour, and now Emperour himſclte) who ata 
Feaſt laid hands vpon the Cardinall, and ſent him as pri- 
{oner tothe Court ef Rome : where hee hath beene de- - 
tained in durance, vntill a little before the death of the 
law Pope Gregory the 15, hee gat his releaſe, and a fmall 
penfion beſides, vpon which, with the bountics of ſome 
other Cardinals, hee at this preſent liues at Rome,as the 
late Letters from thoſe parts ſignific ynto vs. 
And thus the ptiniledges being granted to the Pre- 
teftants, this Emperour who then had a handin attach- 
ing the Contriuer, purpoſeth now alſo finally to re- 
aſſume the priuiledges themſelues into his owne hands.

tayne the names of Biſhops, yer doe no wayes officiate 
in the Biſhops charges, nor are otherwiſe in Ecclefia- 
ſticall Orders. | | | 
Whart ocherwiſe for the preſent cencernes the Prin- 
ccs of the Lower Saxony, wee told you in our laſt. They 
haue now after their Dyet ended at Lunenburgh,appoin- 
ted another at Zubecke, one of the Hanſed Townes: 
where what they ſhall conclude vpon, more then for the 
Emperour, wee cannotexpeR. Inthis onely they hauc 
hitherto flaed vpon their guard, That they hane not 
fncethcir putting out of Br#»/wicke, ſulfercd any Pour 
rmy 
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Army ts come within any part of their Circle. 

- The Count Balihaſar de Colaits,, who came out of 
Bohemia with 3000 men, to follow after Tilly, found 
the paſſages in Heſſenland and inthe Lower Saxony, to 
bee ſtopt vp againſt him, whereupon being enforced to 
take apother way through Franckenland, we haucfince 
heard rhar hee is recalled againe. . So it is written from 
Prage, Auguſt to. The Regiment of Co/alto which was 
ſent for into the Empice, to ioyne with Moxſ* Till, is 
ſent for backe againe, by reaſon that all the paſſages 
_ - thereabouts were ſtopped vp againſt him. 

The Generall Negromonte (houid alſo hau2 marcht

And thus goes the Emperours affaires in thoſe pla- 
ecs aboue :as for the Dyctt or Compoſition day forthe 
reſtoring ofthe Palatinate &c. which ſhould ere this 
haue been held art C#lez, it is ſome month ſince ſaid to 
be put off from Auguſt vnto the 16 of 0Fober, which ſer 
day that it may goe forward, the Emperours Commilſ, 
Goner(who was appoynted te goe thither for him, Do- 
Qor Moſmuller by name) is ſaid to labour much with 
th- Emperour. And the Letters from Y:enna, 4nguff g, 
affirme that his Imperiall Maieſty hath giuen his pro- 
miſed hand vpon it, vate the Door, that it ſhall goe. 
forward. 

The Duke of B4u4ria himſelfe is ſaid to haue beene 
much buſicd of late,in making of new and many leauies 
both of moncy and Souldiers, but for what purpoſe we 
know net. 

Concerning the Count of Mansfield, lince our laſt, 
Printed Seprtemb. 5. (whercin wee left him in Treatie 
with the Archduchefle, and blockt vp by T:ly, ) This 
haue wee further heard ; namely, that hee is ſaid tolye 
at ſuch alocke,thac though Aoxſ: Tilly keepes him from 
comming into the Low-Countries, (which hee of late 
ſeemed willing to doe) yet neuerthelefle it is nor ſafe

At theſamepaſſt alſo is rhe tewne of Emdes with him ; 
for when his new come French troop?s did of lat: make 
their approaches neerer to the towne thenthe Emicners 
thought well of, they letting goe ſome of their Sluces, 
ſet the Frenchmen wetſhod, and enforced them by that 
meanesto march againe off. But how Cout Mars field 
could commodioufly drayne the country againe thould 
he once drowne it,we cannot tell : Forwhich reaſon it is 
chought,that he will referuc that tratagem for his laſt re- 
fuge, if he ſhould atall bepur ro ir.

Gilders(40000.pound fterling) of 
the States; but vpon conſideration that he was in treaty 
with their enemy ; the ſending of the moneys was de- 
murd vpon, till the iſſue ofthe treatic could beknowne. 
As for the Leagers in the lowe Countries, they are now 
both laid, Sp;n/ces and Cordowaes about reſet, and the 
Prince of Orexges about Rees.The Marqueſle Spino/a him- 
felicwas in perſon ___ to cometo the campe - 
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iy ; and there were ſome treopes of horſe ſent from the 


leager towards Bruſſelsto conusy him. This was done 
before the 26.0f Auguſt. Spiz9la hath laid a Bridge ouer 
the Riuer of Skeldhard by Antwerp; by which bridge he 
can paſſe his Army and Artillery into thoſe parts of Bra. 
bant and Flanders. Strongly ſuſpeQed it is, that he in- 
tends to afſeige ſome place ; and the moſt tbinke that he 
aimes at Sluiſe. Some muriners which the laſt yeare ran 


away from Spizo/aafter the ſiege of Bergen being ſtill-ar 


Huyfen(atowne of the States, Jarc now ſaid to grow dai- 
ly ſtronger and ſtronger, and to be 500.in number, They 
are ſaid to keepe very ftrift martiall diſcipline amongſt 
themſclues, and to ſet their Paradves, to exerciſe & drill 
their companies, to {ct and relieve their VVarches and 
Sentinels very orderly. The laſt Saturday (ſay the letters 
dated Aug. 29.) they ſhot to death with their Harque- 
buizes,one who'was come out of Brabant from their old 
Genetall Spo/aes campe ; this man lining ſome while a- 
monegſt them as one of theirs, was at laſt diſcouered to 
hauc a defigne vpon their E/e7o, and that his comming 


was to kill him; for which ſeruice he was to. hauea Cap- / 


taines place, and to command a Company of foot oucr 
thoſe of his ownenation ſcruing in the Spaniſh Army, 


of what Nation foeuer he were. But this vndertaker - 


they diſcouerd and preſently kild. This E/eo of theirs, 
you may pleaſe to vnderſtand, to be the Officer which 
the Mutiners that purpoſe to. lJeaue the Army, vſe to 
chooſe ro lead them away, he being as it were their 
Collonell; and whom they chooſe muſt vndertake the 


conduct of them, or diefor it; And this is the knowne 


diſciplincof Mutiners. | 

As for the Duke of Bruxfivick, he went on Friday laſt 

betorcthe 29, of Auguſt, in perſon vate- the Hager, and 
| vVPOrm 
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yponthe Mundayor Tucſday following heewas againe 
looktfor at Arnhem neere to the Prince of Orenges Army, 

His ſoldiours hauc bene many of them of late very vn- 
ruly, and hauc keptfeule quarter about St. Grawermeerr, 
where they were lodged, ſo that the Inhabitants had 
much adoe with them,by reaſon that they would keepe = 
themſclues in no good order,but fell to ſpoile the coun- 
tric being alſo very vnruly, and falling rogether by the 
cares, they ſtab and kill one another for very ſmall mar- 
ters. For which rcaſon the Duke hauing caſt his Army, 
the States entertained about 6112, of the better diſci- 
Pline men, giuing them a new oath to ferue the Lords 
the States vnder the command of the Duke, who Kill 
beares the name of their Generall : Allthe reft are ca- 
ſheered, and commanded within 3. dayes to auoyde the 
countrie. Whereupon moſi of them that were horſe,de- 
parted of themſclues, riding ouer the Yelawe; ſome to 
Count Marnsficld, and others to the King of Denmarke 
and the Hanſce rownes, who daily beat vp their Drums, 
and leuie abundance of ſoldiours. The foot are the moſt 
part of them ſent in the States ſhips downe the Riuecr of 


_. 1je,fothatthelowe Countries take care as much as can 


beto part and ſeperate them in their going out of the 
land. Their trainc of women and boyecs alſo being 1o 
great, it is impoſſible that they ſhould ſtill entertaine 
themſclues together in one body, the countrie being al- 
ready ſo much waſted by them. Thus write the lowe 
Countric letters, dated Aug.29, Thoſe other that are 
entertained by the States, haue new Enfignes & Armes 
given them; and they are daily praftiſed and exerciſed 
i the lowe Countric diſcipline.Duke Chri/;an himſelte 
is ro haue 6000. Gildersa moneth for his ewne priuate 
entertainment, — LG 
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Count Heyry of Naſfaw is Rill with the Cauallerie a2 
bout Rees; The Prince of Orazye goes vp and downe 
where there is moſt occaſien of his diretion, On*Fri. 
day laſt he went from Arnhem ro Nimmeges, into which 
he put g. freſh companics more, returning to Arahem a- 
gaine the ſame night : the Munday after he went to the 
Graue ; and was thenext day againe expeCted at Ar. 
hexs. Graue Erncſt of Naſſaw came to Groenizpes about 
the middleof Auguſt, where he was ſtately reccined, by 
the Count 7//;a43 of Naſſaw; the next day he againe de- 
parted. Hehath ſent ſome troopes tolic in Boortonpue, | 
and other places in garrifon, and hath alfo taken care tor 
the ſupplying of the defets in all the other places ofhis 
poucrnment. | EI 

All things thus diſpoſed of in the Leagers and- 6. 
ther-where; The States horſe are ſaid to {ide out daily 
againſt thoſe of the enemie, and amoneſt their other 
archieuements, they lately fell vpon three troope of 
horſe of the enernie, which called themfclues the Ord- 
nance Vane; whom they killed and tooke priſoners all 
bur foure. Their Licttenaar fore wounded and broughe 
pciſoner into Hueſaen, dyed preſently after. 

Concerning their Sea affaires, the Hollanders men 
of Warre,together with the kclpe of the Moores, 
hane larely furpriked Magador , whercin they forti- 
fie themſielues, much endammaging thereby the Mer- 
chants of Spaine, from whom they daily. bring home 
priſes, both Shippesand Barkes : Amongft the Sugar 
and other rich coramodirics lately to- bee fold at Mid- 
dlcborrough, there isfaid to be ſhowne one Vnicornes 
horne of 14. pound weight, This is written to vs from

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As for the bufineſſe ofthe Ya/tolzye, rhat which makes 
moſt of the talke,is the blazing Starre which they of Chay 
affirme to haue lately there appeared , with a moſt for- 
midable tayle and a fierce iight. This following the for. 
mer prodigies of blood, found in the paſtures and med- 
dowes,together with che apparent raining of blood, kach 
giucn occaficn of much ralke & many feares concerning 
the ſignification of them. FS 

Concerning the Fortvpon the Steigh,which is abuil. 
ding by the commandement of the Archduke Leopoldjes, 
theBayliffe of Sargans,inthe name of a!l the other Bundts 
or confederations,went thither to forbid it: But the Bay. 
liffe of warrenbargh , who had the ouerſ1ght of rhe worke 
for the Archduke, did thereupon-the more haften it,{en- 
ding for more materialls & workemen to diſpatch it out 
of hand. The Griſons vrged , tbat the ercCting of ti:is 
Forr,was firſt againſt the hereditary vnion,of the ſeuerall 
cofederations amongſt themſelnes: And ſecondly,thatir 
was againſt the agreement made the laſt yeare at Lanydaw 
betwcene the Griſons, and the Archduke Zeop las. But 
theſe reaſons not preuailing , may perchance giue occa- 
ſton to new commorions about it. Thus write the Let- 
ters from Chur in $tzer/apd Aug.q. 

The Deputies of the 5. Catholick Cantons of Swit- 
zers, are returned from Fraxce, without hauing cfteted 
their negotiation. The FrenchKing returning them no 
-other word, then that if they had any propoſition to 
make, that they ſhould repaire home againe, and atthe 
meeting of Solothura, hee had appointed his owne Am- 
baſlador to be preſent, tro whom he had given full Com- 
mithon and ſufficient inflructions, both to heare, treate, 
and conclude all bufinefle concerning the Ya/oline. Se- 
condly, hee anſwered them, that they ſhould doe wellto 

 ' agree 
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apreeberimes with the other two Cantons, & accord ing 
to the league betwixt them, thatthey ſhould put ro their 
beſthelping hands together with him and them, for the 
recouery of the Yaltol;xe : and this it they did not, hee 
would doc his beſt to enforce them vnto it, 

Coronell Zidrone hath caſht his Regiment, many of 
which being Burgundians, returne through Swizerland 
to goc for their owne Countries. : 

From Rome there haue lately bin ſent the ſum of 50000 
Crownes, which was taken out ofthe Popes Treaſury in 
the Caftle of St. Avgelo : whereof 25000. went to-pay the 
Popcs, orthe Duke of F:azoes Souldiers in the Valtoline: 
I 0000. were made ouer tothe maintaining of the Ca- 
tholick league in Ger-9a7y 3 and the other 15000. were 
for the Empcrours owne ſ{cruice. This is written from * 
Rome Aug.2. 

Vpon the late arriuall of the Gouernor ſent from 2/- 
{aneto the Y altolixe ;, the Valtoliners haue deuided them- 
ſelues in their faftion: Some of chem not knowing how 
to mend themſelues, are contented to let the Conque- 
rors enioy what they haue gotten: But other ſome who 
nouriſh a hope in themſelues of the recouery of itz dee 
adhere very con{antly vnto the leaguers of Frame, Savoy, 
and Yenice.\Whereupon thoſe that ſubmitted chemſelues 
vnto the King of Spaixe , haue had promiſe made them 
from the State of Mane, by an cxpreſſe Meflenger for 
the purpoſe; that they ſhould yearely receiuea gratuity 
or Salary of 50. meaſures of Salt, (of which they have 
great need in the Grifons Countrey) and 500. veſlcls of 
Wine, ſo long as they continued faithfull to them. The 
State of M/anchath in the meane time abſolutely deni- 
ed to ſend the Archduke Leopoldys that aydeof money 
which hc lately demanded of them zanſwerivg,thar ny 
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had not meney enough to pay the King their Maifters 
owne Soldiers and Pentioners. 

Vpon the EleCtion of the new Pope Y7bexe 8. (who is 
brother to Pope P:us Quintzs, as wee take it) the State of 
Fexice addrefſled 4. of their Seignioric as extraordinarie 
Ambaſſadors, namely the 1#»#ri 19 Excellenti fimo 
Franceſco Erizzo , Knight and Procurator , Amthonto 
Barbaro Procurator , Geronimo Soranto & Remicero Zem 
Knights, to congratulate him : which they. thought 
would bec the more welcome , for that their Cardinals 
had helpt to make him : But their anſwere was, That his 
Fatherhood tooke it for a great honor,that he was wiſht 
well by ſo noble a Seignorie as that of Yexzce was : neuer- 
theleſle, he deftred the Ambaſſadour to fignifie his plea- 
fure and refolution to their Lords,that whereas they had 
not many ycares ſince caſt off , rhe Authority of the 

Church of Zoe , afluming Papall authority to them- 
ſelves: he aſfured them that though ſome Popes his Pre- 
decefſours , had nor ſtirred much in the bufinefle, that 
himſelfe neuerthclefle would rake it more to heart. The 
Venetians hearing this, had their aunſwere to returne 
homcagaine. 

About the ſame time (that is vpon tbe fourth of Au. 
guſt) did the Duke of Yerice Antonio Prials depart this 
world. | 

Prom Copſtantineple wee vnderſtand (fay the Letters 
from Yenice Aug. 4.) That the new Patriarch of Greece, 
who was already inſtalled (being made by the procure- 
ment of the Ieſuites, vpon whom he alfo depended after- 
ward: ) is againe depoſed by his Clergie , impriſoned, 
and ſent ro the Ile of Rhodes, there to remaine in durance 
for his praQtiſing with the Icſuires, to bring the Chur- 
ches of Grec/e vnder the acknowledgement of the Scaof 

Rome. 
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Kome; which the Greekes who {v much differ from the 
Latine Church both in lyturgie, ceremony,and Charch 
gouernment, as alſo in opinions of Religion which haue 
crept into theRomane Church, fince its ſeperationfrom 
the Grecke, will by no meanes permit. They afficming 
theRomane Chatch to be hereticall, and that. they are 
not to haue communion with it, much lefle ſuffer their 
Patriarch , to bee a Suffragane' Biſhop to the: others 
Pope. BO 
The lofſe which the Turkiſh Pyrates of B;/ertzhaue 
done vnto the Genoeſe Marchants , in thetwo-Ships of 
Barcelioxa, and to diuers other places of 7aty, is confir-. 
med ouer and ouer againe. They were further faid to 
haue \:r their men on ſhore in Porto d} Fermo, as alſo in 
the lle of Cepracs, and about Aonaco. Likewiſe by Cape 
ac Santo Oſpitio, and betweene Yado and: Nizze. Inall 
which places they are faid to haue gotten aboue 509. 
Chriſtians, of all which they made Gally:flaucs. The 
Spaniſh and Tralian Gallies whichweremade-out-after 
them, were faine to returne againe,withouthauing done 
any good vpon them, 79 Logan age AT 

The King of $pajze is in the meane time preparing A 
great Fleet or Armada of Ships and Gallics inthe King- 
dome of Naples, and the Ile of Sicely, which hee bathalſo 


furniſhed with land Souldicrs. 
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
